The examiner 
suggested that on lines 4 and 7 of claim 1 7, RF or radar could be used just before the word "oscillator" to make clear 
that the range of frequencies is not open-ended, but is a finite range within radio or radar frequencies. Likewise, in 
claim 23. RF or radar could be used before the word "filter" to make clear that the filter is within a finite range of 
frequencies. .
